Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Guheen et 
al. teach a system for establishing plan to test components of web based framework by 
displaying pictorial representation and conveying indicia coded components of existing 
network framework by displaying pictorial representation and conveying indicia coded 
components of existing network framework. The prior art of record does not teach a 
method for nondestructive testing with flaw simulation, comprising the step for injecting 
virtual flaw signals into the processed probe output signals based on probe positions, 
the stored test piece geometry and the stored positional map for determining virtual flaw 
response signals.
